Washington, Sept. Ifi.-r-The Imperial 
Chinese go ver a ment has lodged with 
the «tale department an emphatic pro- 
teet against the military orders of Gen­ 
eral Ori§ excluding Chinese from the 
Philippines. 
Neither the state depart- 
meat nor the Chinese legation will give 
any information concerning the protest, 
bot from entirely reliable quarters it la 
team ed that it insist« that General Otis' 
notion ts contrary to international law. 
In violation of existing treaties and la 
complete disregard of the friendly re­ 
lations which hare been so long main­ 
tained between the two oountriea. 
Minister Wu called at the state de­ 
partm ent last Friday, and it is bettered 
he submitted the protest In pereon at 
that time. 
The m atter was promptly brought to 
the attention of the president, as the 
protest \vu> of sooh a character as to 
give the subject an international aspect 
considerably beyond the purely m ilitary 
questions involved. 
It is said that China points out ***** 
she has welcomed the recent advent of 
tiie United States Into the affairs of the 
far east, and has hoped that this step 
would prove a further bond and would 
extend the relations between t_e two 
countries, particularly I. 
their neigh 
boring possessions. 
Furtherm ore, it Ml 
understood that among the 
specific 
points of protest submitted by the Chi- 
ness government is one to the effect 
that sooh an order Is a departure from 
the announced purpose of the president 
of the United States to maintain the 
present stain« of affairs in the Philip­ 
pine« until congress had determined a 
permanent condition. 
The military phases of the question 
have been referred to Secretary Root. 
Owing to his fam iliarity with interna­ 
tional law he probably will consider the 
subject broadly, both in its international 
as well as its military aspects.

A Biograghioal Sketoh of Pielden 
Lett, a Pioneer of Jennings 
County. 
I Contributed.] 
Fielden Lett was born in Owen coun 
ty, Ky., September 25th, 1817. His 
mother died when he was six years 
old and his father moved to Indiana 
in 1827 and settled in the wilderness 
which is now Marion township, Jen 
nings county. 
Educational advan­ 
tages were such that he received very 
little education barely learning to 
read. His father taught him to be 
strictly honest from his infancy and 
encouraged and taught him to econo­ 
mize in his transactions while a mere 
lad, and promised him if he would 
remain at home until he was 21 years 
old he would give him a piece of land. 
He remained 
at home until March 
1837 when his father died and left to 
him 40 aeresof land: hy sti'ict economy 
and the advantage of working on the 
.Madison & Indianapolis railroad he 
succeeded in purchasing 80 acres more 
land. In October 1838, he married 
Dianah Houghland, of Jackson coun 
ty. 
She was delicate in health and in 
less than six years she died of con 
sumption, leaving him alone in the 
world w’itli three small children to care 
for. \ et he never lost courage or 
resolution. In a reasonable length of 
time he married Sarah Jane Apple 
gate, of Jackson county. Again he 
took up his work in earnest, clearing 
the timber off his land and tending 
his stock, About this time he decided 
to introduce the breeding and rearing 
of mules into his neighborhood, which 
he succeeded in doing under very un 
favorable circumstances and condi 
tions, having many obstacles to con 
tend with, yet he succeeded and his 
neighbors and himself received con­ 
siderable financial benefit thereby. He 
continued to improve his stock until 
it was equal to the best in the country 
During those years he cleared up and 
added to his estate until it contained 
300 acres with reasonable improve­ 
ments and above an everage in fertili­ 
ty as he carefully retained its fertility 
by growing grass and clover. In the 
mean time he saw and became deeply 
interested in the great need of better 
and heavier horses on the farm. H
